REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Board of School Directors, Brookfield, Vermont: 


I have the honor to submit my twenty-first annual re- 
port as your superintendent of schools: 


The American people have had faith in their schools. 
The founding fathers established schools and the church in 
the early settlements. The concept of purpose seems to 
have been the improvement of the individual to the neces- 
sary minimum for the practical and worthy purpose of get- 
ting a living or a better living. The selected few received 
more advanced education for civic and professional leader- 
ship. 

With the establishment of constitutional government, 
a way of life built upon the ballot, a new incentive and 
great impetus was given to the ideal of an educated peo- 
ple, for government of, by, and for the people can be suc- 
cessful only if based on the intelligence of an educated vot- 
er. The logical concept of the purpose of education had 
been enlarged to include not only making the individual 
successful but the nation also. But, however logical the 
concept, carrying it into effect has been a long, hard pro- 
cess of development, marked at times by bitter opposition 
and dissension. Education at public expense of “all the 
children of all the people,” though logical for America, was 
bitterly fought. Taxing all property and all persons, 
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whether parents or not, to support “free schools” was revo- 
lutionary doctrine. While the principle is now generally 
accepted, it is still the thinking of a great body of Ameri- 
cans that any education above a minimum elementary . 
schooling is an expensive luxury. The concept of schooling 
every child at public expense is still far from full fruition. 
The 1940 census (pre-war) reported five million or more 
children, ages 5 to 17, not in school: 18 per cent of our 
adults have not completed fourth grade. That situation is 
fraught with danger for a self-governing nation. The hope- 
ful sign has been the comparatively recent developing and 
wide spreading of the “‘free public high school.” Even at 
that, many a worthy child does not have the advantage of 
secondary education and education on college level is large- 
ly only for those able to pay for it. 

There are many reasons for the slow development of 
the free school in this, the wealthiest of nations. The noble 
concept of individual liberty and of local self-government 
has been a prime barrier when misused. The old local 
school district in Vermont fought bitterly the surrender- 
ing of its prerogatives to the town district, even though it 
could not support as good a school as an adjoining district 
in the same town. Clinging to its tiny realm of local con- 
trol of its own school was dearer to the heart than a better 
school for its children. State aid for schools came only in 
recent years. Taxing Burlington and Montpelier, where 
wealth is concentrated, to furnish better schools for Stan- 
nard, where wealth is non-existent, was revolutionary doc- 
trine a few short years ago but now an accepted principle 
in Vermont. But the nation, as yet, except to a limited ex- 
tent for special purposes, does not tax concentrated wealth 
in New York and Los Angeles to support better schools in 
Mississippi or Vermont, but it’s coming. 

And now just beginning to dawn upon the conscious- 
ness of America there has arisen a new incentive to pro- 
vide better education for ‘“‘all the children of all the people’”’ 
in “free schools,” elementary, secondary and perhaps col- 
legiate. IT PAYS IN DOLLARS AND CENTS. It is no 
longer a so-called necessary luxury. It is an investment 
that pays a profit. Who says so? The business men of 
America through the voice of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce say so. 

The need for a well educated voter, not meagerly 
schooled, in a nation where suffrage is well nigh universal, 
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is a noble incentive but America has not yet had the nobil- 
ity to measure up to its full realization. The ideal that every 
individual shall be educated to his full capacity, until his 

“cup runneth over,” is a noble incentive but it does not 
motivate a very large percentage of the nation’s people. 
But the fact that higher education pays in dollars, though 
a far less noble incentive than the other two, may yet moti- 
vate an increase in learning and understanding so that it 
runneth through the land as do the water brooks. 

The U. S. Chamber of Commerce has made a recent 
study of the pay-off in money profits of the public invest- 
ment in education. Its conclusions, but recently published, 
are as yet little known to the general public. Statistics are 
available for every state in the union. Four states are chos- 
en for this article, to illustrate: 

Average school expenditures per pupil based on aver- 
age daily attendance in 1910, 1920, 1930 (adults now), in 
Nevada were $102; in Mississippi $21; in Massachusetts 
$73; in Vermont $61. Retail sales in Nevada in 1940 were 
$564 per capita; in Mississippi $129; in Massachusetts 
$403; in Vermont $348. Magazine circulation per 1,000 
people in Nevada in 1940 was 509; in Mississippi 104; in 
Massachusetts 329; in Vermont 416. Telephones per 1,000 
people in 1940 in Nevada 175; in Mississippi 36; in Mass- 
achusetts 197; in Vermont 150. Please note the close cor- 
relation within each state between investment per capita 
and returns per capita in volume of retail sales and in 
measure of other business as shown by telephone installa- 
tions and readers of magazines. Education pays off in pro- 
fits. 

The Chamber of Commerce says, “Education is an es- 
sential investment for advance of agriculture, industry and 
commerce,” and further lays down the admonition, “That 
cultural education must accompany technical training to 
develop a desire for better living.” Every dollar of your 
school costs is a sound investment. Niggardly support of 
schools is unsound financially, as well as unsound cultural- 
ly and unsound in civic security. 

All costs have been rapidly upgrade supe the last 
two years. Owing to price rise, three-year cost average us- 
ually presented would be misleading. Table below shows 
cost July to July for school year 1944-1945 and an estimate 
for 1946-1947. These more nearly show needed financial 
support for schools.

Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons 
applying from your town amounted to $3,216.00 
during the year, January 1, 1945 to December 31, 
1945.

The resources of this department and its ability to make 
payments are determined by the state appropriation which 
is matched by federal funds. During recent months it has 
not been possible to grant assistance or to increase all who 
were found eligible after investigation. The cost of living 
has increasd so much that about every case needs to be in- 
creased that is not now getting the maximum. The coopera- 
tion of Overseers in extending temporary aid and supple- 
mentary medical services has been very helpful. 

The administration expenses of this department have 
risen slightly during the biennial period but the adminis- 
trative review of the Social Security Board emphasizes that 
the total administrative cost per case per month is among 
the lowest in the country. 

The advice and counsel of local officials and interested 
people are gratefully acknowledged by this department and 
its field staff.
